— Kneeling as t he- 
at titude in prayer has eeu.sed to Ik* an 
exaetion in the Methodist church.

Attempts to Run Cars by Non-Uniona 
ists Causes Rioting at St. Louis. 



DlMordcra I'ake Place ia Several 
Different Parts of the City, la 
Whieh Shot* .Are Fired 
From Revolver*. 

St. Louis, May 9. — St. Louis walked 
Tuesday morning, .At 1:30 a. m, the 
union employes of the St. Louis Tran- 
sit Uo., which owns all but one line 
of St. Louis electric roads (the Sub- 
urban railwa}'), decided unanimously 
to .strike because of the company’s 
refusal to grant the agreement pro- 1 
sented by the union several days ago. | 
The tie-up is complete on the transit 
system. The company Momla 3 ' j>ost- 
e<l a new .scale of wages, effective 
June 1, providing paj* for conductors 
and motorinen of 20 cents i>er ho*ar, 
gripinen on cable division 22 cents an 
hour, new men is cents an hour for I 
the first six months and 20 cents af- 
ter one 3 'ear. 

A crowd of over .3,000 surrounded I 
a Suburban c.ar at Sixth and Locust 
streets at 9 a. m. and threatened bod- j 
ilj' harm to the motoniian and eon- j 
ductor. After thej- had smashed ever}’ I 
window in the car the crew In'came 
frightened, and, leaving the car, join- 
t'd tlie strikers. They were hoisted on 
the shouHer.s of a dozen stalwart men 
and earrieil for bloek.s, surrounded 
hy a ehee1*ing throng. 

.\ Park avenue car was considerably 
damaged at Eighteenth street and 
Washington avenue. .A large crowd 
of men and bot’s was congregated 
there, and as the car was within dis- 
tance the}' bomljardeil it with stones, 
regardless o! the fac-t that several 
women were inside it. The crew on 
the ear stuck to their {losts. although 
the stones fiew thick around them. 
The i-onipany, when it found the cars 
could not bt* operated, ordered them 
back to the sheds. 

Vehicles of all .sorts are pressed into 
.serxice by the citizens of the town in 
getting to and from business. 

St. Louis. May 10. — Chief of Police 
Uanipbell Wedne.sday announced that 
the police department and the street 
r;-,ih\ay lines had come to an agree- 
ment, whe-eby no attempts were to be 
made to rjn c-ars Wednesday. 

-At 9:15 a, m. a United States mail 
car had been run to Baden, on North 
Broadway, and there deserted. A 
crowd liad gathered, but no violence 
is reporttnl. 

In conseqiiem-e of the determina- 
tion not to attempt the running of 
cars, it is not ex|K*ctcd that mauy 
ilistiirbaiu-es will occur during the 
(lay. 

^Tuesday nigiit the Carpenters’ 
union sustained the strikers, and re- 
s(,1v«h 1 to fine its memlters .$2.50 for 
each offense if caught riding on the 
curs run by non-union men. 

Si. Iranis, May 10. — The strike of 
the street r.ailway employes is becom- 
ing quite .sorions. A dynamite cart- 
ridge exploded under u car on the 
Men*muc Highlands division of the 
Snhiirhan line xvith great force at 
midnight. The force of the explb<^rbn 
splintered the tjuck, broke ofl‘ a sec- 
tion of one whcol and cracked the 
a.\h*. Xlie oar was occupied by a doz- 
en workmen of the coinpain'. . Suc- 
-•fcding .he explosion a inimber of 
*hots were fired in (piick succession, 
but the jMTsoiis who did the firing 
were not .seen owing to the darkness, 
and uoluHly on the car was struck. 

At 9 o’clock as a Suburhun car. eu 
route to till* company’s sheds in the 
\xostern part of tin* eity, was jm.ssing 
the Ba]>tist .sanitarium, a number of 
men gathered in the grounds of the 
institution threw rocks at the car. 
Sonic one on the car fired a shot into 
the crowd, the bullet finding loilg- 
incnt in the breast of PrauK Iji'breeht. 
The wounded man ntt^mptcd to enter 
the sanitarium, but fell ilead on 
reaching the door.

Wa.shington, May' 9 . — TIiai arrest ol 
C, F. W. Neely' at lioehestcr, Tf. Y., 
Haturday and his arraignment ii* New 
York Alonday, churgefl xvith eail>ez- 
zling $.36,000 of United Sta!*'s funds 
from the post office in llavanj, caused 
some surprise at the post office de- 
jmrtment here, but not at the war 
department, xvhich had ordcre<l his 
arrest. Mr. Neely lived at Muucie, 
'.nd., before he was sent tc Cuba as 
i postal clerk xvhen the L’nited States 
took possession and assumed direc- 
tion of gox’crnment there. First As- 
sistant General Heath knew N'cely' as 
R fellow toxx’iisman. The island is 
under the control of the war depart- 
ment and Maj. Kathboue, the direc* 
tor of posts, xvas appointcxl by the 
president and given discretion in ap- 
pointing his assistants and clerks. 

Wa.shington, May 9. — It is said the 
shortage* in the accounts of Charles 
F. Neely, of Muucie, Ind., treasurer ol 
the post office department in Cuba, 
may amount to $100,000. Fexv facta 
on xvhich to base definite figures are 
in the pos.session of the officials here, 
but it seems exident that the first es- 
timated Ol $36,000 xvill be largely ex- 
ceeded. (lovernment officials are mak- 
ing a rigid examinutioii. 

Neely will probably' fight extradi- 
fion. There is some discussion as to 
the laxv under xvhich he can l>e tried. 
The laxx's of the United States do not 
extend ox'er Cuba. Neither is there 
iny extradition bctxveen the United 
States and Cuba. If Neely' is taken 
to Cuba and tried under Spanish laxvs, 
his lawx'cr could plead that, being an 
.\merican citizen, Neely' xvas not 
amenable to trial under Spanish laxx'.s. 

The only matter of interest xvhich 
eanie before Tues<lay’s cabinet meet- 
ing xvas the alleged licaxy' shortage in 
the accounts of Charl«*s F. Neely', for- 
merly* treasurer of the post office de- 
partment of Cuba. Neely has been ar- 
rested in Kochester, N, Y., and the 
question arose as to whether the 
Ignited States or Cuba xvas responsi- 
ble for the amount of defalcation. It 
seemed to be the opinion of all the 
members present tliat as Neely' xvas 
appointed by the Uniteil States and 
tliat in administering the affairs of 
the island this government is ao‘‘ing. 
in a sense, as a trustee, it thereforr 
is responsible for the shortage, and 
can proceed against Neely's bondsmen 
for the amount involved. It was prac- 
tically' settled, loo, that Neely' xx'onld 
be taken back to Havana for trial 
before a civil tribunal. It is expected 
that the prisoner's counsel xvill con- 
test any' effort to return him in Ha- 
vana, but it is the opinion of the at- 
torney' general that it can and should 
be done.

The “Pitt” (or “Regent,” as It was 
afterward called) is the most perfect 
brilliant in existence, and Its history is 
also very remarkable. It is said to 
have been found by a slave in the Par- 
teal mines in 1701. who to retain his 
treasure cut a bole In the calf of bis 
leg, in which be concealed it, although 
it is more probable he secreted It 
among the bandages. The slave es- 
cai>ed to the coast with his find, where 
he encountered an English skipper, 
whom he made his confidant, offering, 
indeed, to bestow upon him the stone In 
return for his liberty. The mariner, 
apparently consenting to the slave’s 
proposal, took him ont to sea and when 
there drowned him, after obtaining 
possession of the diamond. Disposing 
of the gem to a diamond merchant for 
£1.000, it is said the man afterward 
hanged himself in a fit of remorse. 

Mr. Pitt, governor of Fort St. George 
and great-grandfather of the illustrious 
William Pitt, became the next pos- 
sessor of this valuable stone, weighing 
410 carats, for £20,000. He sent it to 
London, where be had it very skillfully 
cut at a cost of £5.000, the process oc- 
cupying two years. Pitt appears to 
have found bis diamond no very envia- 
ble possession, for, after refuting the 
calumnies of his enemies, who bad 
charged him with having obtained it 
by unfair means, be was so haunted by 
the fear of being robbed that he never 
slept two nights consecutively under 
the same roof, never gave notice of his 
arrival tn or departure from town and 
went abont mysteriously disguised. He 
must necessarily have felt greatly re- 
lieved when he parted with the dia- 
mond to the Due d’Orleana, regent 
during the minority of Louis XV, king 
of France, in 1717 for the snm of £135,- 
000.— Chambers’ JouraaL
